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AN off-duty firefighter who rescued 
an injured lorry driver from the 
wreckage of his cab has put her hero- 
ic actions down to “gut instinct”. * 

Zoe Culora (32), of The Readings, 

Harlow, was on her way home on Friday morning 
after finishing a night shift when she watched in 
horror as the truck overturned on the Ml 1. 

“I was about 10 cars behind the lorry when it 
overturned,” said the mum-of-two. “I was off-duty 
myself but I drove up and in front of the lorry to see 
if I could help. 

“Obviously because it had overturned the doors 
couldn’t be opened properly so the only way to get 
the driver out was to smash through the wind¬ 
screen.” 

Zoe, who has been a firefighter with the London 
Fire Brigade for eight years, was handed a tyre iron 
and gloves by another driver while a second 
motorist called the emergency services. 

“I just started making holes down the sides and 
bottom of the windscreen so that I could then lift it 
up and get him out as quickly as possible,” she said. 

“I was talking to the driver of the lorry the whole 
time to make sure he was all right and didn’t fall 
unconscious. He seemed OK but he was clearly 


shaken up. I didn’t want to stop talking to him just 
in case he had sustained serious injuries.” 

It took Zoe around five minutes to remove the 
windscreen before pulling him to safety. “I spotted 
a first aid kit near him so as soon as I’d got him out 
I used the kit to start treating and cleaning his 
wounds,” she added. 

Paramedics who arrived on the scene shortly 
afterwards found Zoe in complete control of the sit¬ 
uation. After carefully assessing the driver’s inj¬ 
uries, they decided it was unnecessary to take him 
to hospital. 

Gary Sanderson, of the East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS Trust praised quick-think¬ 
ing Zoe for her help. “Prior to our arrival she was 
administering first aid to the casualty,” he said. 
“Her help was very much appreciated.” 

Zoe put her heroic actions down to instinct. “I 
was on such a high all day after it happened,” she 
added. “Nothing like this has happened before but 
I’m glad I was there and I could help.”

MR threatened 
over same-sex 


marriage vo 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has 
received threats of violence and 
online abuse after he voted against 
gay marriage in Tuesday’s House of 
Commons vote. 

The Tory backbencher told the Star he had 
been subjected to a “torrent of vile abuse” on 
Twitter. 

According to Mr Halfon, messages sent 
via the social networking site included sick 
jokes about his disability - he was born with 
a form of cerebral palsy - and one threaten¬ 
ing him with physical violence. 

He has passed details of the most extreme 
comments to the police. 

“Obviously I’m used to getting all kinds 
of abuse as an MP and normally it’s water off 
a duck’s back, but some of these messages 
are beyond the pale,” he said. 

“Of course I understand that people will 
not agree with my opinions on gay marriage 
and the vast majority have expressed their 
own views in a reasoned, adult way. 

“I find it incredible, however, that some of 
those people claiming to be fighting for tol¬ 
erance and equality fail to see the hypocrisy 
in giving me abuse for expressing a different 
view to their own.” 

Mr Halfon argued that the bill - which 
was ultimately approved with a majority of 
225 votes but still needs to get through the 
House of Lords before becoming law - 
would have “profound and possibly unin¬ 
tended implications” for faith institutions. 

He said he had spent six months listening 
to the views of constituents, local churches 
and faith groups before reaching his decision 
- which he claimed was made in the interests 
of equality. 

He said the issue was the one of the most 
talked about topics at his weekly public sur¬ 
geries and he had received more than 400 let¬ 
ters from Harlow residents urging him to

vote against gay marriage, with fewer than 
10 in support. 

“I didn’t just decide to vote against this 
bill on a whim,” he said. “I spent an awful lot 
of time finding out what my constituents 
want and exploring the pros and cons of gay 
marriage before making my decision.” 

He argued that civil partnerships had 
already “squared the circle” by giving same 
sex couples the opportunity to enter into a 
union bestowing them with the same rights 
as marriage without threatening the long- 
held traditions of faith communities. 

He added: “Most reasonable people agree 
that the rights of homosexuals are important. 
For this reason there is respect for civil part¬ 
nerships and the rights that conveys. 

“However, I also believe that people of 
religious faiths have rights too and society 
should not attempt to redefine marriage in a 
way that will most likely have profound - 
and possibly unintended - implications for 
faith institutions.” 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Harlow, echoed some 
of Mr Halfon’s concerns. She said she sup¬ 
ported the bill in principle but would have 
only voted in its favour if “safeguards” were 
in place to protect from persecution those 
religious institutions unwilling to conduct 
same sex marriage ceremonies. 

“Like Rob, I have spent a lot of time talk¬ 
ing to people about this bill, which I would 
say I am happy to support in principle,” she 
said. “We just need to make sure effective 
safeguards are in place to protect those reli¬ 
gious institutions and individuals worried 
about the impact of the bill on their beliefs 
and traditions, as I fully understand religious 
groups’ concerns.”

'High-risk' crime suspect 
could be hiding in Harlow 


A ROMANIAN national wanted 
for attempted murder, theft and 
human trafficking could be in 
Harlow, according to the 
Metropolitan Police. 

Vasile Vladu (30) - who has 
also been known to use the alias¬ 
es Marius Cionca and Marius 
Gitman - is one of 18 “high 
risk” foreign crime suspects 
being hunted by officers from 
the force’s extradition unit. 

He is wanted in connection 
with a violent altercation in a bar 
in 2004 during which the victim 
was attacked with a baseball bat 
and left with severe head 
injuries. 

He is also suspected of traf¬ 
ficking young women during 
2004 and 2005 and for theft in 
2008. 

Police say that extensive 
enquiries have failed to locate 
him but intelligence shows he 
may be hiding out in Harlow. He 
also has links with Hatfield and 
east London. 

This week Scotland Yard 
released a photograph of Vladu 
as it stepped up its search, urg¬ 
ing anyone with information on 
his whereabouts to contact them. 

The hunt for Vladu and the 
other 17 suspects on the wanted 
list - codenamed Operation 
Sunfire 3 - is led by Detective 



Sergeant Peter Ranee. 

“These are all criminals at the 
serious end of the scale,” he said. 
“They are wanted to face justice 
for a multitude of crimes in other 
countries and it is in the UK’s 
interests to help find them. 

“A lot of these people move 
from address to address, making 
it difficult for us to trace them. 
We know that many continue to 
commit crime in this country, 
although some attempt to live a 
law-abiding lifestyle. 

“If you see Vladu, call 999 
and do not approach him.”

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Charity collections cheat guilty of conning commuters 


THE crook behind a bogus charity col¬ 
lection scam that targeted commuters 
across eight counties has been jailed 
for 13 months. 

Roy Bardy (48) was sentenced at 
Blackfriars Crown Court on Monday 
after previously pleading guilty to two 
counts of fraud by false representation. 

The court heard how, over a period 
of three years, Bardy recruited volun¬ 
teers and employees to stand at rail sta¬ 
tions across the country - including 


Harlow Town station in June 2009 and 
October 2010 - to collect money for 
local charities. 

In Harlow it was claimed the money 
was going to the NAS International 
Charity and The True Vineyard Church. 

But British Transport Police carried 
out an investigation after commuters 
complained about the suspicious 
behaviour of Bardy and his collectors 
at several stations. 

It was after searching his home and a 


rented office in Dagenham that officers 
discovered the extent of the fraud 
Bardy had been running as part of his 
business. 

The court heard he would approach 
charities offering his services as a 
fundraiser to recruit teams to stand at 
stations and collect donations. Once he 
had gained their trust he would contact 
train companies seeking authorisation 
for charity collectors to work at stations 
on specific dates to collect donations 


from commuters. 

The collectors were then given 
appropriate ID and letters from chari¬ 
ties, completely unaware of what was 
being said and done in their name. 

Speaking after the case, Detective 
Constable Mike Ganly said: “Bardy is 
a callous thief and his actions, diverting 
money away from charities which rely 
on donations to fund their good work, 
has resulted in those good causes suf¬ 
fering financial losses.” 


Landlord fined 


£10k 
for renting out 
unlicensed flats

A LANDLORD who allowed a 
friend’s three-storey house to be 
illegally rented out as flats to six 
people has been fined £10,000. 

Magistrates imposed the penalty on 
Monir Hossain after he pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Court to allowing unlicensed 
multi-occupancy of the house in 
Pittmans Field, Harlow. 

By law all three storey HMOs (house 
in multiple occupation) containing five 
or more people forming two or more 
households must obtain a licence from 
the local authority. 

Licensed properties are then inspected 
on a regular basis to make sure they com¬ 
ply with set standards for fire precautions 
and facilities for the number of people 
living in the building. 

Sarah Bradford, representing Harlow 
Council, said that after environmental 
health officers were tipped off by a mem¬ 
ber of the public about the multi-occu¬ 
pancy, they visited the premises in June 


last year and discovered the letting 
arrangements. 

She said Hossain was given the 
opportunity to licence the premises but 
failed to do so. 

Hossain, of The Dashes, pleaded 
guilty by post. He said he managed the 
house on behalf of its owner, who was 
living abroad, but did not know it had to 
be licensed by the local authority. 

Bench chairman Jeffrey Hazelton 
said: "This is a serious offence which 
has the potential for serious conse¬ 


quences such as injury and even death. 

“We take into account the shortcom¬ 
ings relative to fire safety, the view to 
maximising financial gain and the fact 
we are not convinced that he was 
unaware of his responsibilities under the 
law.” 

Mr Hazelton added that had Hossain 
denied the charge he would have been 
fined £15,000. The defendant was also 
orderd to pay £800 costs to Harlow 
Council and a £15 victim surcharge 

Phil Waite, Harlow Council’s cabinet 


portfolio holder for environment, said 
after the case: “This was an offence 
with the potential for serious conse¬ 
quences that could have resulted in 
injury or death. 

“The licensing of HMOs is there to 
protect residents in the town. The coun¬ 
cil works closely with landlords and 
provides advice on what they need to 
do, but the council will prosecute those 
who don't have licensed properties 
and/or where the properties are danger¬ 
ous.”

SIR, After reading the letter from John Murrell about his hour- 
and-a-half wait for an ambulance (Star, January 31), I thought I 
would tell you about my recent experience. 

Just over five weeks ago I was at Pamdon Wood Crematorium 
when I slipped and fell on a muddy grass verge behind a car that 
was parked across the footpath. 

I heard my ankle crack and knew instantly it was serious. My 
partner gave me his coat and members of the public came and 
offered their help by covering me with a blanket and towel, trying 
to clean me up and keep me as comfortable as possible. 

My partner called an ambulance and was told by the person who 
took the call to leave me where I was and not to try and move me. 
So there I stayed on the ground in pain, wet and covered in mud 
for 45 minutes while a woman held an umbrella over me and a 
kind gentleman waited at the entrance of the cemetery to direct the 
ambulance, which never arrived. 

My partner telephoned 999 again and was told I would have to 
wait between 35 minutes and an hour for an ambulance as there 
were none available to be despatched, so it might be better to try 
and get me to hospital another way. 

I was helped into the back of my partner’s vehicle by the people 
who stayed with me throughout my ordeal. On my journey to the 
hospital, which was extremely unpleasant, I phoned back the 
emergency services to cancel the ambulance so hopefully 
someone else could have the one I had waited so long for. 

On my arrival at A&E an ambulance crew who where outside 
came to my assistance with a porter. They were all appalled to see 
the state I was in but took over and carried out their duty of care. 

I had broken my ankle and torn all the ligaments. After a good 
hour or so in A&E my partner got a call on his phone aslang if an 
ambulance was still needed. We were absolutely gobsmacked, how 
ridiculous was that! 

Every member of staff I came into contact with at PAEt was 
wonderful and I am now back home on my long road to recovery. 

I would like to thank all the members of public who helped me on 
that awful day.

Our current Labour councillors 
seem to have lost will to fight 

SIR, Many years ago, just before I retired after 22 years service in 
the London Fire Brigade, I joined the Labour Party. 

In 1984 I was, as a Labour candidate, elected for the Passmores 
(now Toddbrook) ward and served for 16 years until 2000. By 
then I had served as deputy leader of the council (1991-94) and 
then leader (1994-96). 

This period really was a rough time for Labour. Locally we sought 
to pick up the pieces after suffering the biggest pro-rata financial 
cap ever imposed on any local authority by the then Tory 
government of Margaret Thatcher. 

Despite much of the advice - legal and otherwise including threats 
of personal surcharges - given to us at the time, we fought hard 
for Harlow. We appealed and were able to 
get a substantial uplift of the cap. However, 
it was to be at a heavy price - the resulting 
loss of hundreds of jobs at all levels of the 
workforce and consequent decimation of 
many valued services. 

In my view Harlow has never really 
recovered, but I can say that we did the best 
we could with courage and honour. 

Today I look around in utter disbelief at 
what I am seeing regarding the intention to 
close the Harlow Welfare Rights and 
Advice service. I have good reason to 
believe that I am not alone among ex- 
Labour councillors and council leaders in 
this reaction. 

Once again the Labour Party is in charge of 
Harlow Council, elected by the majority of 
voters to carry out the Labour manifesto. 
This is about the only fact that my 
colleagues of yesteryear and I have in 
common with current Labour councillors. 

It pains me much to say I have never seen 
such a group of Labour councillors so 
poorly equipped, motivated and led, so 
cowed and subservient to the wishes of the 
senior management of the council. 

It is also quite clear these councillors are at 
odds with the demands of their own local 
parties, too. The local Labour Party, it 
seems, no longer has any discipline or 
means by which to control its errant 
councillors. 

This is a Parliamentary seat which Labour 
must win if it is to form the next 
government in 2015. It is absolutely 
incredible that its Parliamentary candidate 
is totally silent on the question of the 
essential continuation of the HWRA 
service in these days of imposed austerity

Low earners will pay 
price of benefit cuts 

SIR, Robert Halfon claims that he is 
standing up for ordinary people (‘MP 
presses for return of lOp tax band to help 
the low paid’, January 31) However, this 
suggested change to the tax system would 
cost the exchequer more than £6bn at a 
time when his Government is making cuts 
to the services we rely on. 

It is unclear how the Government’s tax cut 
for millionaires will bring any extra 
revenue, which is what Mr Halfon hopes to 
use to fund the policy. 

In addition, rather than being targeted at the 
lower earners as Mr Halfon claims, every 
taxpayer would benefit, including 
millionaires. Indeed, most of the benefit 
would go to the better off. 

Moreover, Mr Halfon voted for the 
Government’s ‘strivers tax’ which means 
that up to 7,700 hardworking people in 
Harlow will be worse off as their working 
or child tax credits fail to rise with 
inflation. If he really cared about people 
getting by on low wages, he would have 
joined the Labour Party in voting against 
the Benefit Uprating Bill, which could cost 
some families as much as £534 a year. 

If, as he says, “we need a solution for 
everyone, not just the lucky few”, how can 
he back a reduction in the top rate of 
income tax while taking money from 
hardworking people? 

Harlow’s Labour council has announced 
plans in its new budget to pay its workers 
the Living Wage, which will make a real 
difference to their employees’ lives. This 
stands in sharp contrast to Mr Halfon’s 
voting record.

Stay in the EU while 
we work for reform 

SIR, Robert Halfon correctly states that no 
British Prime Minister since the 1970s has 
been willing to hold a referendum on 
membership of the EU, but does not discuss 
why (Star, January 31). 

Referendums are superficially a very 
democratic way of deciding contentious 
matters, but in fact they are foreign to our 
system of representative democracy which 
is why they are rightly very rare under both 
Labour and Conservative administrations. 
Our membership of the EU is an important 
issue. Whether a simple yes/no referendum 
in 2017 is the right way to make decisions 
on it is questionable. But regardless of the 
merits or otherwise of a referendum in this 
particular instance, the prospect of four 
years of uncertainly is dismaying and 
cannot be anything but harmful. 

Mr Halfon claims that the delay is due to 
the Labour and Lib-Dem opposition and 
this is true up to a point. However, 
according to my reading of the runes, David 
Cameron did not really want an early 
referendum and it is to his benefit to kick 
the issue into the long grass. 

It gets the Europhobes in his party off his 
back for a while but at the expense of more 
urgent issues where co-operation with our 
European partners is vital. 

There are undoubtedly many pros and cons 
in relation to our membership of the 
European Union. I have had from the 
beginning, and still have, many criticisms 
of it, but on balance I have no doubt that we 
should remain in while working for reform. 
Next year is the centenary of the outbreak 
of the First World War - the war to end all 
wars. In fact the carnage of the Somme and 
the aftermath sowed the seeds of Hitler’'s 
rise to power and the Second World War. 
How different things would have been had 
the EU been created post-1918 instead of 
post-1945. 

While there have, sadly, been many armed 
conflicts around the world since 1945, 
Europe itself has been largely a haven of 
peaceful development. An exception is the 


former Yugoslavia, but would that have 
been so had it been a member of the EU? 
The desire for separation by the individual 
republics might well have been as strong, 
but it could probably have been 
accomplished peacefully. 

The European Parliament is the only major 
international body that is directly elected. 

Its powers are limited but less so than is 
commonly realised. It should be supported 
as a counterweight to the “democratic 
deficit” which does exist in other areas of 
the union.

Advice centre seizure 
the action of bullies 

SIR, Harlow Council’s seizure of the 
Advice Centre demonstrates a yobbish 
contempt for the redundant workers and the 
clients to whom they continued to provide 
advice, the staff of Safer Places and the 
victims of domestic abuse to whom they 
provided aid, and the legal process itself 
(Star, January 31). 

The council’s action denied former 
members of staff access both to their case 
files and their personal property, prevented 
Safer Places from performing its vital work 
and pre-empted the outcome of the legal 
proceedings launched by the trustees of 
Harlow Welfare Rights and Advice. 

Those responsible for this ignorant act of 
spiteful bullying could have carried out 
their mission in normal office hours rather 
than creeping through the town centre 
under cover of darkness to change the 
locks, heedless of the collateral damage to 
Safer Places that their vendetta against 
HWRA would cause. 

Three days after the seizure of the Advice 
Centre further evidence emerged of the 
essentially anti-working class nature of the 
politics of the majority group on Harlow 
Council. A report by the Resolution 
Foundation makes clear the cuts in council 
tax support to be imposed by Harlow 
Council are also a matter of choice. Of the 
local authorities that have confirmed their 
plans, 28 per cent have chosen to absorb 
central government cuts in council tax 
support rather than further impoverish those 
who have least. 

Whereas the poorest people in, for 
example, Bristol will continue to pay 
nothing, those with the misfortune to live in 
Labour-controlled Harlow will be obliged 
to pay 24 per cent of their council tax bills. 
In contrast, those who live in Conservative- 
controlled Brentwood will pay 20 per cent. 

I hope Frank Jackson {Letters, January 31) 
will join with me in calling on Labour 
councillors to reverse their decision to 
break the poor.

Keeping a check on 
cholesterol will help 
to reduce the risks 
of health problems 



WE'VE all heard of cholesterol but what is 
it and do we really need to be concerned? 
Cholesterol is a fat that is carried around 
our body in the blood. Despite its bad 
reputation, we couldn't actually live 
without it. Existing in every cell in our 
body it helps us digest fats, make vital 
hormones and keeps our nerves healthy. 
However, you can have too much of a good 
thing. High cholesterol can be a threat 
which increases the risk of heart and 
circulatory diseases. And with heart 
disease now killing three times more 
women than breast cancer, it's time we 
started taking it very seriously. 

Where does cholesterol come from? 
Most is made in the liver from the fat that 
we eat. However, it's also found in foods 
such as eggs, meat, dairy products and 
especially in saturated fats. 

The body produces all the cholesterol it 
needs, so eating a diet that is high in 
cholesterol increases the amount in the 
blood and can lead to health problms. 

Heart disease occurs when the coronary 
arteries become narrowed by a build-up of 
fatty deposits in their walls over a long 
period of time. Eventually the arteries may 
become so narrow that they restrict blood 
flow which can lead to a heart attack, 
stroke and kidney disease. 

But small changes in diet and lifestyle are 
often all it takes to keep cholesterol levels 
healthy or to lower them if they're too 
high. 

Can cholesterol really be reduced? 

For the majority of us, making a few simple 
changes to the way we live will reduce our 
risk. 

Foods which contain high levels of 
saturated fat will increase the risk, as will 
smoking, being overweight, not exercising 
enough and drinking too much alcohol. 

What are the symptoms? 

High cholesterol doesn't usually produce 
any symptoms on its own. However, you 
may have symptoms from a medical 
condition caused by high levels of 
cholesterol and should watch out for leg or 
chest pain or yellow patches on the skin. 
The only way to know your cholesterol level 
is to have it tested. 

Who should have a cholesterol test? 
The NHS Health Check programme offers a 
series of routine tests for people aged 40- 
74. They helpto identify your risk of 
developing heart disease, stroke, kidney 
disease and type 2 diabetes. 

If you're registered with a GP you will be 
invited to have the check at some point. 
Adults who have already been diagnosed 
with one of the four diseases won't be 
invited for the check as their condition will 
continue to be managed as usual. 

What treatment is available? 

Your GP may suggest using a combination 
of approaches. Depending on your results 
you may be recommended to adapt your 
diet and increase your physical activity 
levels. 

If you have a high risk of heart disease, 
your GP may also suggest drug treatment. 
If you're concerned about your health, 
don't wait until your NHS Health Check to 
do something about it. Go to your GP as 
you would normally. 


Disabled treated 
as 'second class' 
at dog race track

ANGRY dog racing enthusiasts have 
accused the owners of Harlow Stadium 
of treating disabled customers like 
“second-class citizens”. 

Barclay Entertainment has come under fire 
for failing to repair a broken lift that has been 
out of order for over two years. There have also 
been complaints about the “unhygienic” state of 
disabled toilets. 

David Moore (57), of Chapel Field, Harlow, 
regularly attends race meetings with his wheel¬ 
chair-bound wife Janice (53). “I think it’s dis¬ 
gusting the way that disabled people are not 
properly catered for at the stadium,” he said. 

“It’s like they’re second-class citizens. There’s 
no lift to get them upstairs to the bar, restaurant 
and grandstand, and the state of the disabled toi¬ 
lets whenever we’ve had to use them has been 
appalling. 

“The seat on one of the toilets had 
even been ripped off the last time we 
were there and there was urine all over 
the floor. 

“It’s got to the point where we no 
longer feel we can go and watch a sport 
that we love. It’s very upsetting” 

Another regular, who asked to 
remain anonymous, claimed the dis¬ 
abled lift had been out of order for 
almost three years. 

“It’s impossible for those confined to 
wheelchairs to get upstairs, and although there 
are facilities on the ground floor it’s much nicer 
upstairs where the restaurant and bar is,” he 
said. 

“I think it’s absolutely shocking that the lift 
has been out of order for so long. Every time 
the management are asked why it hasn’t been 
fixed they claim they’re waiting for a part.” 

He added: “It’s not only disabled people this 
affects, it’s the elderly and infirm who struggle 
to get up and down the stairs. They’re basically 
being barred from the upstairs area for no rea¬ 
son.” 

But David Barclay, director of stadium own¬ 
ers Barclay Entertainment, said the lift was 
“beyond economical repair” and the company 
did not currently have the funds to replace it.

“Unfortunately we cannot control who uses 
them, therefore they are used by the able-bod¬ 
ied at times.”

Race-hate yob's 
prison sentence 
'richly deserved'

A RACIST yob who was branded a 
“disgrace to the values of this 
country” after making Nazi salutes 
and unleashing a torrent of anti- 
semitic abuse in a London pub has 
failed in a bid to have his prison 
sentence reduced. 

John Patrick Hennigan (46), of Long 
Banks, Harlow, was caged for 21 months 
after he was convicted at the Old Bailey in 
October of breaching an anti-social behav¬ 
iour order for the seventh time. 

On Thursday he lost his application to 
have the sentence cut when judges at the 
Court of Appeal ruled it was “richly 
deserved”. 

Judge Michael Stokes QC said Hennigan 
was barred from using foul, threatening, 
racist or abusive language under the terms 
of an ASBO imposed in 2005. 

But he flouted the order when he went 
to The Magpie pub at Bishopsgate in cen¬ 
tral London - from which he had been 
barred twice before - in February of last 
year. 

“He had been seen to make Nazi salutes 
and engaged in racist and anti-semitic lan¬ 
guage and, when the manager required him 
to leave, he resisted”, said the judge. 

Hennigan continued to make racist 
remarks and started singing an offensive 
song associated with the English Defence 
League. When he was told the police had 
been called he continued to resist and said 
‘If I were a Jew, you wouldn’t be doing 
this.’ 

Hennigan also hurled abuse at police 
officers, calling one a “p**** pathetic lit¬ 
tle creature” as he was arrested. 

In his grounds for appeal, Hennigan 
claimed the trial judge over-rated the seri¬ 
ousness of the breach and had imposed a 
sentence which he descirbed as “manifest¬ 
ly excessive”. 

But Judge Stokes, sitting with Lord 
Justice Leveson and Mr Justice Nicol, 
rejected the appeal, saying: “Hennigan’s 
behaviour in a crowded pub could have led 
to serious disorder. 

“He takes no notice of court orders, 
which is in itself a serious aggravating fea¬ 
ture, and a significant custodial sentence 
was inevitable in this case. 

“We have considered the grounds of 
appeal but reject arguments that the judge 
erred. This sentence was not wrong in prin¬ 
ciple or manifestly excessive; on the con¬ 
trary, it was fully justified and richly 
deserved.”

Partygoer's grieving mum 
thanks police and friends 
for their help and support 


THE mother of a man whose body 
was found in the water at Roydon 
Marina Village one month after he 
disappeared from a Christmas party 
has paid tribute to her son. 

Ed Gillespie (38), from Luton, 
went missing after attending the cel¬ 
ebration on December 21 last year. 

He had been due to stay 
overnight in an on-site chalet after 
the party, but concerned relatives 
and friends raised the alarm when 
he failed to return home the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

Following weeks of intensive 
searches of the marina and the 
River Stort by police and volun¬ 
teers, his body was pulled from 
the water last Saturday after it 
was discovered by a member of 
the public. 

This week, mum Jane 
Gillespie said she was struggling 
to come to terms with her son’s 
death. 

"No words can express my 
feelings at the moment," she said. 

"I doubt if I will ever come to 
terms with the loss of Ed but I 
have drawn some small comfort 
over the past weeks from the

kindness and help that so many 
people have shown me. 

“I would like to thank the 
police for everything they have 
done since Ed first went missing 
and everyone else who helped in 
the search for him. I would also 
like to thank people for their 
thoughts and prayers and the sup¬ 
port of all Ed’s friends.” 

An inquest into Mr Gillespie’s 
death was opened and adjourned 
by the Essex coroner on Tuesday.

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Council's bid to 
make Harlow a 
fair wage town 


BUSINESS bosses in Harlow 
are being urged to follow the 
lead of Harlow Council in 
offering low-paid staff a fairer 
rate of pay after it became one 
of the town’s first Living Wage 
employers. 

The authority is set to increase the 
basic hourly rate for all employees 
currently paid the national minimum

wage after signing up to the Labour- 
backed initiative, which aims to help 
hard-up workers meet spiralling liv¬ 
ing costs. 

As part of the council’s budget 
proposals, which are set to be rati¬ 
fied tonight (Thursday), all employ¬ 


ees will be paid at least £7.45 per 
hour from April - £1.26 more than 
the legal minimum. 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson 
said: “It’s something the Labour 
group took on as an aspiration fol¬ 
lowing our election victory last May 
and we are now working towards 
becoming an accredited Living 
Wage council. 

“We see this as the first stage in 
making Harlow a Living Wage town. 
Someone has to take the first step 
and we wanted to lead by example. 

“We will always try and protect 
those on the lowest income and try 
and make sure they are looked after.” 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Harlow, said the 
council’s commitment to the scheme 
sent an important message to other 
local employers. 

“Now more than ever, with more 
and more families feeling the 
squeeze, it’s so important that 
Harlow’s Labour council has com¬ 
mitted to paying its employees 
enough to get by. 

“As someone who works with dis¬ 
advantaged families, I know the 
struggles they face and why it is so 
important that people are paid a fair 
wage. 

“People deserve a proper wage for 
the work they do and they need to be 
paid enough to allow them to spend 
time with their family rather than 
having to take second and third jobs 
to make ends meet.” 

She added: “Labour brought in 
the minimum wage. It is now lead¬ 
ing the fight for the Living Wage.” 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
was more cautious in his appraisal of 
the initiative, arguing that a tax cut 
for low earners would be a more 
effective way of helping those strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet. 

“It is right that hard-working peo¬ 
ple from Harlow be paid a fair wage, 
although I hope that this will not 
lead to even higher rises in council 
tax,” he said. 

“In my view the best way of help¬ 
ing all people on lower wages - not 
just those in the public sector - is to 
cut taxes for lower earners. That’s 
why I have set up the 
CutTaxTolOp.com campaign. 

“We want to restore the starter 
lOp rate of income tax which Labour 
scrapped in 2008. Overnight, this 
would help everyone in Harlow on 
lower earnings and boost their 
income by £250 a year.”

Trust to recruit more ambulance crews 


A NEW recruitment drive to boost 
crew numbers has been launched by 
the East of England Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice. 

EEAST is seeking to employ a total 
of 199 extra paramedics and emer¬ 
gency care assistants (ECAs) to bol¬ 
ster its frontline staff. 

ECAs will attend lower priority

An advertising campaign will run 
in national paramedic journals this 
month and a graduate recruitment day 
at Melbourn ambulance station in 
Cambridgeshire will take place on 
Monday. 

Last week the service, which covers 
six counties including Essex and 
Hertfordshire, was criticised by uni¬ 
ons representing police officers and 
firefighters over delays in the 


response times of ambulances arriv¬ 
ing at the scenes of accidents. 

But EEAST interim chief executive 
Andrew Morgan said: “Having more 
than 200 new frontline staff on board 
is a big boost for the ambulance serv¬ 
ice and the communities it serves. 

“Those extra crew members will, in 
conjunction with the raft of measures 
we have planned, mean we can really 
start to improve the service and care 
we give to patients.”

Ron's scrapbook 
of FA Cup heroics

A COUPLE of weeks 
ago we asked 
readers for their 
memories of Harlow Town 
FC’s greatest triumph - 
the day the team of part- 
timers became FA Cup 
giantkillers by beating 
Gary Lineker’s high¬ 
flying Leicester City side. 

Lifelong Hawks fan Andy 
Willis kicked off the thread 
after bringing in his programme 
from the momentous match and 
sharing his recollections of 
watching the game as an 11- 
year-old schoolboy. 

This week, regular Nostalgia 
contributor Ron Bill has played 
a blinder by bringing in a 
scrapbook of press cuttings 
recording the team’s moment in 
the spotlight -including these 
fantastic photos of the cup 
heroes in action. 

“It was an incredible night 
down at the old Sportcentre 
ground, one that will live long in the 
memory of everyone lucky enough to have 
been there,” said Ron. 

“It was bitterly cold but I remember there 
were a few lads standing next to us stripped 
down to their waists. Everyone was in great 
spirits. 

“As you can imagine, the fans went wild at 
the final whistle, flooding onto the pitch to 
salute their heroes.” 

According to the match report featured in 
the local paper, a staggering 9,723 
spectators packed into the ground to watch 
history being made.

The article, written by Terry Smith, reads: 
“Little Harlow Town produced the FA Cup 
sensation of the season as they bundled out 
Second Division Leicester in a frantic third 
round replay. 

“This was no fluke giant-killing 
performance. Harlow looked the classier 
side and could have easily added to their 


score in the second 
half.” 

According to the 
report, Harlow’s most 
famous footballing 
export - Spurs legend 
and former England 
manager Glenn Hoddle 
- was among the first to 
congratulate the players, 
saying they had “fully 
deserved” their victory. 
The article also quotes 
elated goalscorer John 
Mackenzie - then a 25- 
year-old company 
accountant - who told the 
paper: “My goal seemed 
to take ages to go in but once 
we scored I knew we would 
win. 

“I’ve never known anything like 
this before in my career. Who is 
going to stop us now?” 
Unfortunately John and his 
team-mates didn’t have long to 
wait to find out the answer to 
that question. The ‘who’ was 
Watford FC, who brought the 
Hawks' historic cup run to an 
end in the next round following 
an epic battle at Vicarage Road. 

The game ended 4-3 to the Second 
Division side, but Harlow pushed them all 
the way and even went in at half-time with 
a deserved 1-0 lead. 

But, as Ron recalled, a frantic second half 
saw the Berger Isthmian League minnows' 
luck run out. 

“It was another great game and for a time it 
looked as though Harlow might do the 
unthinkable and pull off an even bigger 
upset,” he said. “Sadly it wasn’t to be, 
although Harlow fans will never forget the 
year their team made a little piece of FA 
Cup history.” 


Hundreds watch film the BBC banned 



C AN you remember 

watching banned film The 
War Game at Harlow Town 
Hall back in 1968? 

The documentary-style drama 
explored the potential effects 
of a nuclear attack on the UK 
in harrowing detail, but had 
been barred from television by 
both the BBC and the 
Government after being 
deemed too distressing for 
broadcast. 

Outraged by the film’s 
censorship, members of the 
Harlow branch of the 
Campaign for Nuclear 
Disarmament managed to hire 
a copy with help from local 
councillors, paying £49 for the 
privilege. 

According to CND member 
Ron Bill, the subsequent 
screenings of the award¬ 
winning drama at the Town 
Hall attracted a great deal of 
public interest. 

“The local CND group wanted 
to provide public access to the 
film and so we got together 
with local councillors to make 
it happen,” he said. “They paid 
£49 to hire a copy and then 
organised screenings at the 


Town Hall over the weekend 
of July 22-23. 

“Over the course of that one 
weekend more than 1,000 
people went to see the film.” 
The film - made by acclaimed 
director Alan Watkins - 
eventually made it on to UK 


TV screens in 1985, some 20 
years after it was made. 

Ron added: “It was pretty 
powerful stuff. I’m sure all 
those who saw it at the Town 
Hall will remember it well.”

VIDEO games based on films 
allow audiences to put 
themselves in the thick of the 
action from their favourite 
Hollywood blockbusters and 
animated features. 

It’s a marriage made in 
merchandising heaven. So it’s 
somewhat surprising that films 
based on video games malfunction 
so badly. 

Cinematic versions of Street Fighter 
and Super Mario Bros were 
disastrous and only the long- 
running Resident Evil series seems 
to have sustained appeal with fan 
boys and girls. 

Wreck-It Ralph is a glorious 
exception to the rule, using a 
fictitious coin-operated arcade 
game as a backdrop to one 
pixellated character’s uplifting 
journey of self-discovery. 

Blessed with a smart script, 
energetic vocal performances and 
candy-coloured visuals, it is 108 
minutes of pure, unadulterated joy. 


Wreck-It Ralph (voiced by John C 
Reilly) is the bad guy in a game 
called Fix-It Felix Jr, which has 
stood the test of time in an arcade. 
However, after years of destruction, 
Ralph yearns to be the hero for 
once. 

Felix (Jack McBrayer) and the other 
residents of Ralph’s computerised 
world are unsympathetic and shun 
him, so with a heavy heart he 
breaks protocol to seek adventure 
in a futuristic first-person shooting 
game called Hero's Duty, serving 
under the command of space 
trooper Sergeant Calhoun (Jane 
Lynch). 

But Ralph escapes the game and 
unwittingly transports an alien Cy- 
Bug from Hero’s Duty into the 
neighbouring Sugar Rush racing 
game. 

While the creature lays eggs and 
prepares to overrun the realm of 
King Candy (Alan Tudyk) and his 
subjects, Ralph befriends diminutive 
misfit Vanellope von Schweetz 
(Sarah Silverman), who is 
ostracised by the other racers 
because she has a glitch in her 


coding which causes her to flicker.

The current market is as near a 
normal market as experienced 
estate agents have known for 
years in terms of the balance 
between properties available for 
sale and registered buyers. 

However, unlike most normal 
markets, some sellers are not as 
committed to selling as they might 
be, and are prepared to remain on 
the market until what they regard 
as an acceptable offer comes 
along.

From a buyer s perspective, we 
suggest you focus on securing the 
right home for your needs, within 
your budget, more than on finding 
the greatest bargain. A percentage 
off the asking price is irrelevant if 
the asking price is too much to 
begin with, but a well-priced 
property is always in demand. 
Unless you act decisively, you 
could miss out. The rule of thumb 
is this; if you see a property that 
you can afford, which offers you 
the accommodation you need in 
an area you like, and you could be 
happy there, then snap it up, as 
the chances are that most of the 
other buyers in your price range 
will also want that property. Good 
value is good value - in any 
market.

I F there’s a market niche that has 
yet to be explored you can bet 
your bottom dollar there are 
marketing people looking at a flow 
chart right now, trying to work out 
what it is and how to make 
something to fit into it. 

It’s a remarkable sign of the times 
that we can be sold something we 
didn’t know we needed in the first 
place. But then the way segment- 
busting crossover cars have taken off 
suggests we like the idea of a car that 
is just for us. 

And if giving people what they want 
is the short cut to success, then 
Chevrolet has been following it to the 
letter in recent years. 

Once seen as something of a bit 
player in the UK, the European arm 
of the General Motors giant has been 
rapidly rolling out successive models 
and broadening its portfolio to the 
point where there is something for 
everyone with a reasonable price tag 
as standard. 

Now Chevrolet is breaking into new 
territory with the Trax, a compact 
SUV crossover that sits somewhere 
between conventional small SUVs, 
MPVs and hatchbacks. Chevrolet 
says it doesn’t have a direct rival but 
rather a number of competitors from 


different sectors . . . and on closer 
examination you can see where 
they’re coming from. 

It’s certainly a chunky beast with the 
stance and presence of an SUV, but at 
only 4.2 metres in length it is only 
20cm longer than an Aveo supermini, 
giving it the kind of looks and feel of 
a proper 4x4 but enough 
manoueverability to be a car you can 
take anywhere. It’s definitely worth 
ensuring you have the larger 17-inch 
wheel option to make the most of the 
looks. 

Of course to appeal to SUV buyers it 
has to have the high-set driving 
position, and despite being 
unquestionably a compact car the 
Trax firmly ticks that box. In fact the 
cabin is one of the Trax’s best 


features: the driving position is very 
good, the view out is just as you 
would want it with plenty of light 
coming in and the space on offer is 
particularly impressive. 

Up front, there is generous head and 
legroom and the back seats are 
perfectly suited to carrying adults - 
so the kids will love them. There’s a 
sizeable boot, too, with 358 litres 
seats up and a hefty 1,370 folded 
down. 

Even better is the way the cabin all 
fits together. Climb inside and it has 
a premium appearance, certainly a 
step above what you’d expect given 
the price tag. The materials 
themselves are hardy and well 
constructed rather than luxurious, but 
it’s hard not to be impressed by the 


way it looks. 

It’s helped a great deal by the My 
Link system, which brings a large 
touchscreen onto the centre console. 

It responds accurately to inputs and 
with downloadable apps to cover 
everything from music to navigation 
and social networking, it has virtually 
limitless possibilities and gives the 
Trax a big advantage over its rivals. 
Underneath the Trax’s skin there is a 
choice of 1,4-litre turbocharged and 
1.6-litre naturally aspirated petrols 
and a 1.7-litre diesel, with all bar the 
1.6-litre base engine available with 
four-wheel drive. 

From behind the wheel, the 1.4-litre 
turbo is the pick of the bunch as it 
manages to combine brisk 
acceleration and generous torque 


with highly respectable economy and 
emissions performance. 

The 1.4-litre is more than acceptably 
quiet right from start up and the six- 
speed manual gearbox fitted as 
standard has a fuss-free, smooth shift 
action. Although small in capacity, 
the 1.4-litre turbo offers a strong 
1471b.ft of torque, allowing you to 
get rolling easily and make short 
work of staying in the flow of traffic. 
Although wind noise picks up a little 
at higher motorway speeds overall 
refinement is good, creating a 
relaxing environment for passengers. 
The Trax is clearly designed to be 
practical and comfortable first and 
foremost, and as a result the 
suspension is set up to deliver a 
unflustered ride. Even with the larger 
17-inch wheels it manages to deal 
with the majority of road 
imperfections, and even the big holes 
don’t spoil the ride to any great 
extent. 

Should you choose to push the Trax 
on a back road it will play along 
happily, resisting significant body 
roll with impressive ease. 

Chevrolet makes a strong case for the 
Trax, as it packs so many features 
that buyers are looking for into a 
compact and good value package. 

All in all, it’s a bargain family car 
that ticks so many boxes.

Harlow docked 10 points as FA overturns appeal

HARLOW Town Football Club 
have received a hammer blow 
after being deducted 10 points at 
a Football Association hearing on 
Tuesday. 

The Hawks failed in their appeal to 
overturn a Ryman League decision to 
deduct the club 10 points and were 
fined £100 for a breach of a Ryman 
League rule 14B.5. Harlow also had to 
pay £150 costs. 

A Ryman League statement on their 
website stated: “They [Harlow Town] had 
been charged with failing to notify the 
league that they had failed to make repay¬ 
ments under their Company Voluntary 
Arrangement [CVA] and had extended the 
term of their CVA.” 

The appeal by the Club was dismissed 
and they were ordered to pay costs of £150. 
The Ryman North table has now been 
updated to show the points deduction. 

Director Tom Cunningham and chair¬ 
man John Barnett were extremely disap¬ 
pointed by the decision. 

The club didn’t want to comment on the

matter other than the joint statement 
released by them on Tuesday. 

This said: “We feel that this is extremely 
excessive and are very disappointed by the 
FA’s decision. 

“Nonetheless we must emphasise that 
this has no bearing whatsoever on the suc¬ 
cessful future of Harlow Town Football 
Club.” 

The statement also reflected 
Cunningham’s and Barnett’s confidence 
that the club could withstand this setback. 

They added: “We now face a football 
challenge and our aim is to maintain our 
status in the Ryman League North. 


“In the past this great club of ours has 
always been at its best in the face of adver¬ 
sity. We therefore urge all our supporters 
old and new to rally round the Manager, 
staff and players and unite.” 

Rule 14B.5 stipulates a number of con¬ 
ditions. These include: 

■ Any club must inform the Ryman 
League in writing within seven days of it 
becoming aware of it failing to comply 
with the terms of any CVA (Creditors 
Voluntary Agreement) that a club has 
entered into. 

■ In the event of any Club failing to 
comply with the terms of any CVA it has 
entered into, this should be put in writing 
to the competition within seven days of the 
events. 

■ The events could include securing 
payment in full of all of its creditors or not 
or- making a successful application to 
extend the period of any CVA for a period 
extending more than three years following 
the date of its approval. 

Failure to observe these conditions 
means Ryman League board sanctions 
including the expulsion of that club, the 
relegation of that club, the deduction of 
points and the embargo of player registra¬ 
tions.

This time Stevenson was 
adjudged to have tripped 
Duru in the box and despite 
the ball rolling all the way 
into the net from Duru, the 
ref pulled it back for the spot 
kick. 

Brown converted his second 
penalty. 

Chapman added: “We had a 
bit of a light side out without 
Stanley [Muguo] and Clark 
[Akers] but the players put in 
a lot of hard work and 
endeavour.”
